GOODWIN DENIES BAN 
PUT ON MODEL T FORD 
BRAKES IN MICHIGAN 


Lansing, Mich. June 25.—A news- 
paper story published here that Ed- 
win A. Goodwin, executive secretary 
of the Michigan Safety Council, had 
refused to approve “safety stickers” 
for Model T Ford cars on the 
grounds that they do not meet legal 
requirments, especially as to the 
emergency brake, were flatly denied 
here today by Goodwin. The sub- 
stance of the story was that Mr. 
Geodwin would take steps to have 
all Model T Fords ruled illegal 
for operation in Michigan. It quoted 
him at length and stated he had 
intimated he would seek a ruling 
from the attorney general's office 
as to whether Model T Fords could 
be ruled illegal. 

Goodwin, when shown the news- 
paper story, made this statement :— 

“Safety equipment. including 
brakes on all models of all makes 
of automobiles, including Model T 
and other models of Ford cars are 
being inspected and approved and 
will continue to be inspected and 
approved in the state safety tests. 
No garage or inspector has had, nor 
will they have, from me, any in- 
timation or suggestion to do other- 
wise.”

Wetmore Analyzes Car Sales for First Quarte 


Pontiac, Chrysler,

Make Good Gains

Be ANGELES, June 25 
—Having at hand the 
final new passenger car regis- 
trations for the entire coun- 
try for the months of Jan- 
uary, February and March, 
which were published in full, 
so far as monthly totals and 
sales of leading makes went, 


in recent issues of Automo- 
tive Daily News, it has been

coupled with some grouped 
totals that might aid readers 
in visualizing the facts dis- 
closed by the statistics of the 
first quarter of the year. 

In the first place, it will be scen 
that automobile merchants as a2 
whole fell 80,042 sales short of mak- 
ing up Ford’s aggregate loss in the 
first three months of 1928, as com- 
pared with Ford sales in the first 
quarter of last year. 

The seven-passenger car units of 
General Motors accounted for nearly 
one-half of the sales of the first 
quarter of 1928, their ratio to the 

_ total being 49.3, as against 37.1 per 
cent. for this period last year. The 
General Motors gain over the first 
three months of 1927 was 20.8 per 
cent., the comparative totals being 
75,601 -227,965. 

The four ponies (Chevrolet, Whip- 
pet, Ford and Durant-Star) failed 
by 93.958 in making up Ford's loss 
of 136,436, the aggregate gains of 
his pony competitors being 42.538. 
The four ponies as a whole showed 
a loss of 28.0 per cent., as compared 
with this period of last year, their 
ratio to the total dropping from 
54.8 in 1927 to 43.2 per cent. in 1928, 
the comparative totals being 241,265- 
335,223. 

The most successful group in the 

matter of gains was a quartet made 
up of Essex, Pontiac, Chrysler and 
Dodge, whose gain in the aggregate 
was 27.3 per cent. over last year 
Their ratio to the total was 25.2 per 
cent. in.

Are Inner Tubes Tougher? 

HERE seems to be some reason for believing that inner 

tubes are tougher than they used to be or else motorists 
are more careful than they used to be. During the vear 
that ended April] 1 last, 55,251,000 inner tubes were sold 
in this country, as compared with 56,721,000 for the year 
that ended April 1, 1927. This comparison shows that 
1,470,000 fewer inner tubes were sold in the latter vear, 
in spite of the fact that there were 1,126,922 more vehicles 
wearing them out. 

Some authorities believe that this increased life for the 
inner tube has come from the adoption of balloon tires. 
They hold that the low pressure casing is actually easier 
on the tube than the old high pressure tires were. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that motorists gen- 
erally have learned lessons of economy of their rubber in 
the past few years. The rubber shortage that developed 
two years ago and Hoover’s campaign for conservation 
taught many motorists to have tubes repaired just as far 
as possible instead of buying new ones. The natural temp- 
tation is to discard a tube before it is actually worn out, 
mapenee the cost of a new one is not excessive. Common 
sense teaches us to get the really remarkable service out of | 


tubes, which the manufacturers are now building into| 


them.
